Carrie Cstelle Doheny (^nee netzold; was 

August 2nd, 1875 in Philadelphia. She first 

moved to Los Angeles with her mother and 

sister at the age of 15 in 1890. Only a few years 
later, she met Edward Doheny and was soon 
married. Although she was a former telephone 
operator, and often described as "unsophisticated", 
Carrie E. Doheny accomplished much in her life 
time. She was at one point the first woman to 
serve as a trustee of the large Mexican Petroleum 
company, and managed the finances, development 
and decorations of the Doheny mansion single 

handedly. After her death in 1958, Carrie E. Doheny left the Doheny mansion to 
Archdioceses Mclntyre for the purpose of education only. The mansion was then 
given to the mount, and he
